0. W. Meier, Back From 


Spanish Vets Encamp- 


ment, Tells of Trip. 


O. W. Meier, who attended the 


national eacampment of the United 
Spanish "War Veterans held recently 
in St. Petersburg, Fla., has returned 
home with a strong- appreciation of 
the "fresh crisp atmosphere of Ne- 
braska." 


"As soon as you reach Jackson- 


ville." he declared, "the Florida real 
estate dealers get busy, and no mat- 
terwhere you go down there, they 
are buzzing after you. It looks as 
If they were trying to lay off the 
entire state Into towin lots and sell 
them to the unsophisticated, wheth- 
er at St. Petersburg, Tampa, Or- 
lando, Palm Beach, Hollywood or 
Miami 
"Productive enterprises are very 
limited, yet margins are being taken 
on non-intrinsic \alues" , 
The docks in Mississippi, Ala- 
bama and Georgia were jammed 
with bales of cotton, Mr. Meier said, 
and its quality is excellent The 
drouth cut short the corn crop, 
however, he asserted, and many 
trees in the mountains of Tennessee 
and Georgia died during the sum- 
mer, 
particularly in the vicinity of 


Lookout Mountain and around At- 
lanta. 
"My attention was taken especial- 
ly by the strange moss-laden woods 
of Florida and the palms and the 
palmetto, but from personal obser- 
vation I am unable to say that this 
is the land of flowers," Mr. Meier 
said. 
Mr. Meier also visited the Muscle 
Shoals power plant. The "Wilson 
dam there, he said, is the largest 
piece of masonry in the world, and 
backs up the water in the Ten- 
nesee 15 miles. Transmission Moes 
carry current from 
this dam, he 
said, to Atlanta where it is used to 
operate street cars 
While he was at Atlanta, Mr. 
Meier also saw the monument being 
cut into Stone Mountain. 


Secure Federal 


Aid For Second 


Gravel Coating 


State highways that are being 
graveled 3 inches deep at the joint 
expense of the state and federal 
governments will get another 3» 
inch coating- of the same material 
during the next two years, under 
an arrangement which State Engi- 
neer Cochran has 
obtained with 
federal road engineers 


This was done by entering Into 
an agreement with the federal rep- 
resentatives to apply 6 inches of 
gravel in total to the highways, but 
to put on only half of it at first. 
As the Initial layer is worked into 
the soil more •will be added on top 
of it, probably 1% inches at a time. 
Under this plan the United States 


government will continue paying 
half the cost Had there been no 
agreement looking beyond the first 
application of gravel, any additional 
surfacing material would 
have 
classed as 
maintenance 
and the 


whole expense would have fallen 
upon the state. As it Is, the con- 
struction of highways will not be 
considered as finished until the en- 
tire 6 inches has been laid. After 
that it will take only an occasional 
thin layer of- gravel to keep the 
roads in fair shape. 
, 
Etate Engineer Cochran is still 


•working to have the Cornh^ker 
highway from Lincoln to Sioux City 
marked as an interstate route. He 
also hopes to get similar recogni- 
tion for the Harding highway from 
Nebraska City, to Lincoln.

DEATH SENTENCE 


FOR TWO 


Drake Hotel Holdups Con- 


demned to Die At Chi- 


cago December 11. 


CHICAGO, Oct 
10. — (United 
Press) — Joseph W. Holmes and 
James "Wilson, two of the bandits 
who participated in the spectacular 
Drake hotel holdup here two months 
ago in which a clerk was slain, must 
hang: December 11, Judge Jacob 
Hopkins decreed late today. 
A jury found them guilty of mur- 
der in the first degree. 
Attorneys for* the men made a 
motion for a new trial when the 
prisoners were.brought in for sen- 
tence. The motion -was denied and 
the date of execution was set for 
December 11. 
Before sentence was pronounced, 
the two bandits made one last plea 
for mercy, but the words sending 
them to the gallows were received 
stoically. 
"Have you anything to say be- 
fore sentence is pronounced'" Judge 
Hopkins asked. 
Holmes growled: 
"I did not have a fair trial; It was 
all a Trame_up." 
Then he retired 
while 
"Wilson 
came forward, repeated his com- 
panion's words and added falter- 
ingiy: 
"There 
-wet-e 
paid 
witnesses 
against us." 
One of the five bandits who held 
up the Drake is at large, two were 
captured—Holmes and "Wilson — 
and two killed in a running- fight 
During the tea hour at' the ex- 
clusive hostelry, the five men, giddy 
from bootlegged liquor, entered from 
the rear and leveled guns at all they 
chanced to meet. 
While the guests were at bay, tho 
bandits invaded the luxurious of- 
ices and held up the employes. John 
Rodkey a clerk was 
among the 
number. He was seated quietly at 
a desk 
A mild protest from him 
caused Holmes to whirl around and 
fire 
The bullet killed the cashier 
Taking- $3.000, the bandits ran out 


of the hotel Just as police arrived 
One ran back into the basement

Demand Blanket Relief For 


The Entire District and 
; 
'Will Fight. 


(Special to The Star) 


3COTTSBLUFF, Neb., Oct. 10.— 


Members of the Water Users as- 
sociation of the North Pl&tte valley 
feel that a war with the reclamation 
department over application of re- 
lief measures provided lly the fact 
finding bill passed by the last :on_ 
press la inevitable, because of a let- 
7i.J.er from Bllwood Mead, commis* 
sioner of the reclamation depart- 
ment, that was read at the meeting 
of the association Thursday, which 
jives the department's ideas of pro- 
visions of the law. These are wide- 
ly at variance with those held by 
the association. 
This letter gives the idea that 
Blanket relief from expense of the 
•projects will not be granted, and 
that no moratorium will be allowed 
any project, as a whole. All ap- 
plications are to be treated individ- 
ually, ' and in cases where the in- 
dividual is able to pay back charges 
he must do so before any new con- 
trncf will be made. All water users 
will be required to pay at least one 
year's changes before water will be 
delivered In 1926. 
The water users have drafted a 
contract to be submitted to the gov- 
ernment, setting forth the terms 
upon which the association will take 
over and operate the affairs of the 
district It differs widely from the 
law as construed by Commissioner 
Mead. 
The water users' contract, which 
they voted to submit and stand 
solidly behind, even to the extent of 
taking it to courts or to congress 
for final 
settlement, demands a 
blanket relief for the entire district, 
regardless of the financial ability 
of any individual to pay, and does 
not bind the asspciation to assume 
any blanket liability for the con- 
struction charges of every unit, as 
demanded by the department. 
The legal advisers of the water 
users claim that the department is 
reading into the law, an interpreta- 


tion that la not there, and'was not 
intended to be there by congress 
when it passed the law. 
The agreement to be submitted to 
the department for acceptance, in- 
cludes the setting aside of the con- 
struction charges for the years 1925, 
1926 and 1927, and no collections be 
made for those years, while the an- 
nual 
payments 
of construction 
charges Is to be five per cent of 
the gross receipts per acre from the 
cultivated land under the projects, 
as figured on a 10 year basis.- It 
is almost certain that the depart- 
ment will.refuse the contract, and 
the matter will have to be finally 
decided in court Final adjustment 
of the contract affects the entire 
North Platte valley.

Today, the routine operations tif 
care and maintenance have been 
made so simple, and are so quickly 
performed, that there is no excuse 
for neglect; but even when it is 
neglected, the automobile of today 
gives 'far better 
service, and 
Is 
much more dependable, than the 
cars of an earlier period when con- 
stant attention and careful groom- 
ing were necessary to keep them In 
order. 
So, while the average motorist's 
mechanical ability may be on the 
decline, the average efficiency of 
automobiles has more than com- 
pensated for the change. Both the 
dependability of the cars and pleas- 
ures of motoring have vastly In- 
creased—and 
the 
thousands of 
Americans who delight in tinkering 
find an outlet for their passion, in 
radio book-ups.

automobile in a 100-yard dash from 
a standing start at the Los Angel- 
es coliseum.

Keith Lloyd,

•was driven by Dick Champion, for- 
mer Bucknell University track star. 
The stop watch was held by Dean

Bods, springs, clevis bearings, 
etc 
below the car are subject to 
exposure of all the grit and dirt of 
the road and should be protected 
by a good film 
of grease or oil. 
These parts are particularly ex- 
posed to the muddy water splashed 
up by the wheels. This muddy wa- 
ter is almost as effective as valve 
grinding compound as far as its 
abrasive qualities are concerned. 
The water carries the gritty dirt 
into the bearings and if they are 
not 
covered 
by a lubricant the 
bearings are rusting while station- 
ary and wearing when in use. This 
combination is fatal as far as si- 
lence is concerned. 
Before 
long 
enough wear has taken place to 
make the pins loose in the clevis 
and what started as a little squeak 
due to dryness, becomes a rattle 
due to play in the bearings. The as- 
sembled chorus of rattles from all 
these7 little bearings beneath 
the 
car produces a noise that stamps 
the car has having seen its best 
days as far as a silent performing 
vehicle is concerned. 


Importance of Rear Axle Shafts. 
Bear axle shafts, which support 
the whole of the weight of the rear 
of the car, are responsible for a 
high percentage of breakdowns. A 
terrific strain occurs when turning 
sharp corners, going over -very 
rough roads, and from overloads. 
To avoid trouble, slow up when 
going around corners, drive care- 
fully over bumpy roads and do not 
overload. 


The record for the Pikes Peak 
mountain climb Is now held by the 
Pikes Peak Motor. A Chandler-Six, 
driven by Charles Myers, broke all 
previous records at. the 
annual 
event at Colorado Springs on Mon_ 
day, September 7. 
In winning the climb the Chand- 
ler car took the hill at a thrilling 
speed of 17 minutes, 48 4-5 seconds, 
The car that finished second, driv- 
en by Glen Schultz, was almost a 
full minute behind. The old record, 


is considerable, strain or vfbra- 
tion (as in climbing a steep hill in 
second), it will be necessary to hold 
the shift lever in the desired posi- 
tion.

Brake lining that has worn down 
to one-sixteenth of an inch at any 
point should be replaced immedi- 
ately, as the rivets will become ex- 
posed and score the brake drums. 


Increased Riding Comfort. 


Stopping the rocking motion of a 
car, as when riding over a wavy 
road, is largely a matter of driving. 
Break up the waves by keeping the 
wheels of one side of the car on the 
edge of the road. 


Protection for Battery Box. 
To protect the battery container 
from 
detorating coat the wooden 
sides with paint, 
shellac, melted 
paraffin, or even graphite grease. 


Slipping Into Neutral. 
When the gears acquired the ha- 
bit of slipping back into neutral 
from high Or second, the trouble Is 
due 'to the shifter forks. If 
they 
are worn the gears will not always 
be fully engaged, and where there

Fun At U. S. For Frequent 


Changes In Foreign Policy 


Dr. X,aura B 
Pfeiffer 
of the' 


history department of the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska, was one of the 
six persons from west of the Missis- 
sippi river who attended the an- 
nual Institute of Politics last sum- 
mer at Williamstown, Mass 
She 


was Nebraska's only representative, 
and since her return has received 
requests from all parts of the state 
to speak upon the subjects studied 
there. 
Membership 
In 
the 
institute, 


which Is a meeting of International 
leaders for discussion of 
political 


problems, is 
by Invitation onlj' 


Every country of Europe and Asia 
was represented Teachers, writers, 
bankers.^dlplomatlc officials, armj- 
and navy officers, editors, and au- 
thorities on international law, sat 
around the same table to discuss 
questions that concern the entire 
civilized 
world. 
General confer- 


ences, lectures, 
and round-table 


meetings comprised the program. 


% Dr. Pfelffer's account of the gen- 


eral conferences is interesting and 
informative. She is of the opinion 
that the British leaders aie more 
deserving of praise than the repre- 
sentatives of the United States 


"One of these," she says, "was led 


by Lionel Curtis of Oxford uni- 
versity on the subject of the British 
commonwealth. He brought speak- 
ers from all parts of the common- 
wealth. Prof. Smtddy, minister of 
the Irish J^ree state, spoke freely of 
Ireland's feelings for and relations 
to England. A Canadian. Professor 
McLaren of Williams College, spoke 
on Canadian imperial relatlo-ns. A 
Hindu, Professor Cornelius of Luck- 
now, presented the conflicting In- 
terests at India and Great Britain 
An Egyptian, Isniael Kemal Bey, 
spoke on the Egj-ptian 
relations 


with the British empire. 
A repre- 


sentative 
from 
tropical 
Africa 


spoke on conditions there. And 
Professor McArthur and Sir Robert 
Borden spoke on the dominions and 
foreign policy. 
Throughout this 


conferenceone felt that there was 
great freedom of expression of opin- 
ion, a thins for which the English 
are noted.

"The other general 
conference, 
led by Prof. George H. Blakeslee, 
treated of recent American foreign 
policy, and had a different atmos- 
phere. Mr. Blalceslee in his Intro- 
ductory presentation \vas appar- 
ently always cm the defensive, hp 
Denied a special pleader for tho 
present state department 
He had 
» great many American spoukers 
who vero also vallnnt defenders of 
the present state department. But 
there were no npeakcra from Mex- 
ico nor any other Latin American 
countries who frankly told us what 
they thought of us, as the speakers 
from the British dominions toli

Great Britain what they thought of 
her. 
"There was William R. Castle, jr., 


from the state department, 
who 


came to explain 
what America's 


foreign policy reallj- is and defend- 
ed It as being clear and consistent 
Mr Young came 
also 
from the 


state department and defended our 
foreign policy from the economic 
point of view. Victor Cutter, head 
of the United Fruit comanj-, told 
us that our policv In Latin Ameiica 
was sound and consistent.

Otto Schoenrlch, formerly commis- 
sioner to San Domingo, praised the 
present administration 
In Porto 


Rico, but condemned a former ad- 
ministration in Haiti for sending 
marines there. This called 
forth 


protests from Admiral Huse, who 
hight be called a fundamentalist in 
patriotism, and who defended the 
armj- and the navy on every oc- 
casion.

To Eliminate Hand Capacity. 
Hand capacity, which makes close 
tuning difficult often can be elim- 
inated by mounting the variable 
condensers farther away from, the 
panel. This can be done by pro- 
viding a longer condenser shaft as 
follows: A short length of 1-4 inch 
brass rod, long enough to extend 
through the panel, is placed in one 
end of a thread spool and the con- 
denser shaft in the other. If the 
rod and shaft do not 'fit tightly, 
drill them and the spool to take 
cotter pins. Mount the condenser 
in the desired position on the sub- 
panel by means of two 1-10 inch 
brasa strips, 3-4-inch wide, bent

Cover 
the hands with gloves

soiled and also keeps perspiration 
from soaking into the insulation. 


For Tight Terminals. 
When placing a wire terminal 
under 
a terminal nut, the wire 
should be twisted the way the nut 
turns. Otherwise the tightening of 
the nut will loosen the wire from 
the terminal rather than hold It 
tight. 


Battery Solutions. 
Change the solution in an alka- 


line battery about once a year. The 
solution consists of one part of 
potassium hydrate to four parts of 
distilled water. The chemical name 
of ordinary cleansing lye is potas- 
sium hydrate. The electrolyte so- 
lution 
should be prepared very 
carefully In an earthen jar. Pour 
the potassium hydrate slowly into 
the earthen crock of cold distilled 
•water. 


" Efficient Phone Jacks.

LINCOLN'S DEVELOPMENT. 
Secretary Walter S. Whltten of the Lincoln Cham- 


ber of Commerce recently completed a survey of 
Lincoln for an eastern publication. 


The record should be a source of pride to Lin- 


coln citizens. 


In every activity which characterizes the life of 


.this community the progress has been so steady and 
!conslstent that It has very generally failed to at- 
tract the attention which 
It should. No middle 


western city Is going ahead more rapidly than Lln- 
'coln. And yet all of this development has taken 
place without the accompanying dangers of a boom. 
The building that has established new records In 
nearly every one of the last ten years has been 
necessary. Hundreds of fine, costly residences have 
been constructed and yet there are few empty homes 
In this city. Retail and wholesale businesses have 
added thousands of additional floor space to their 
establishments and yet they are utilizing every bit 
of it. Construction of office buildings exceeded all 
expectations and yet the demand Is not satisfied. 


There la ample justification for Mr. Whitten's 


statement to this eastern publication that by the 
end of the year 1925, the population Of Greater Lin- 
coln will approximate 100,000 people. 
* * * 


The elements which have contributed to this flat- 


tering and surprising growth are varied but sub- 
stantial. 


It has been customary to speak of Lincoln as an 


educational center. And so she is, with few rivals in 
any state in the union. The seven universities and 
colleges and schools centering their activities here 
had an enrollment of 15,533 students at the opening 
of the term last September. This is taking no ac- 
count of the magnificent system of public schools, 
with an enrollment of 13,462 pupils, with 467 teachers 
and an annual payroll of $876,089 66.

But 
this cannot b« done. The public In subsidising th« 
motor lines by furnishing them not only free right 
of'way but good tracks as well and then. Insisting 
that the rail companies operate trains Just as though 
they wree getting the business. 


It seems certain that the railroads will eventually 


utilize many buses and In fact the Boston and Maine 
has abandoned 1,000 miles of Its road and substituted 
motors. The situation Is much .more difficult In this 
part of the country, however, and the outcome Is 
problematical.

FISHING FOR RUSSIAN TRADE. 


Russia Is again angling for American support, ac- 


cording to the New Tork Times. When Uncle Sam 
abandons his position with reference to Russia's re- 
pudiated debt, and when the American business men 
are ready to put aside their distrust of the Soviet 
government, it may reciprocate by placing orders 
for'$160,000,000 worth of American goods, the Times 
correspondent In Moscow has been Informed. 


The suggestion leads The Times to declare that a 


certain degree of doubt is aroused, both by the 
figures quoted and the manner of approach. There 
is little reason to believe that Soviet Russia would 
purchase four times the amount of goods which she 
bought annually in America prior to the world war. 
In fact for three years Immediately preceding the 
war, the aggregate of Russian purchases from, the 
United States did not reach $40.000,000. 


There Is little question that Russia Is sadly In 


need of many of the articles and materials which 
America could supply. 
There Is no foundation for 


the belief that soviet prosperity has been such as 
to warrant the vast purchases which have been held 
out for bait. 


It is a favorite trick of the communists to threaten 
urchase elsewhere In the event that other countries 
efuse to meet the soviet government upon the terms 
which it dictates. 
Great Britain recently passed 


hrough a. very similar experience. 
A soviet com- 


mission arrived In London not so many months ago 
o buy textile machinery to the value of $25,000,000 
After making purchases totaling $300,000 It departed 
or home. Germany is at this time being fed the 
ame talk directed towards the United States. Berlin 
as been given to understand that unless It snatches 
he Russian trade from other anxious nations, It will 
go to some more aggressive competitor. 


The simple facts are that any nation or any group 


if business men in any country would be taking ex- 
ceptional risks by extending credit to the soviet 
government to the amount of 5160,000,000. Until the 
Moscow regime has shown a greater regard for its 
bligations, such a step would be rank folly. 


A BACK TO THE LAND MOVEMENT. 


When Jewish leaders recently announced a new 


movement to put members of their race back on the 
and in Russia the question of what had become of 
the Palestine project v,-as aroused in many minds. 


Much has come of it, and much more will yet 


come, but the Russian plan is an indication to the 
few who needed proof that the Jewish race can 
never be confined, either in whole or any considera- 
ble part, to any one country. 
No matter how rich 


that land is In historical associations, or how rich 
economically, the Jews will remain scattered as they 
lave been for the last two centuries. 


As a matter of fact, Palestine Is not rich and if 


any great number of people were to go there today, 
they would meet with the same obstacles to material 
advancement as dtd the Hebrews in Biblical times. 


That portion of Russia to which persecuted Jews 


of city and town are now being taken is, on the other 
hand, potentially rich physically but poor in asso- 
ciations. 
There Is nothing to hinder the colonists 


!rom staying on the land and making it their home. 


The Jews have made homelands of every coun- 


try on earth. 
Like most wanderers, no one is more 


attached to his dwelling place than members of this 
race. 
They are to be found in China, In India, In 


all parts of the world.. 
Some lost colony Is redis- 


overed now and then in an out of the way district, 
usually still holding to their faith. 


How many of the anti-zionist rioters now so 


rife in Europe would actually be glad if all the Jews 
in European countries left for parts unknown? 
Europe would be in worse straits than now, many 
an observer believes, had it not been for the Jews. 


While thinking persons in all nations are glad 


to encourage the movements for Jewish colonies in 
Palestine and Russia, they will be just as glad that 
those colonies, however flourishing, can never swal- 
low the Jewish race.

Lincoln commissioners are to be commended 


DISPLACING TROLLEY CARS. 


While motor buses are increasing In numbers with 


almost incredible rapidity as a means of urban and 
interurban transportation, they are by no means put. 
ting the trolley companies out of business, as is dem- 
onstrated by a survey which has jnst been completed 
by the American Electric Railway association. This , 
eurvey shows that a very large proportion of the 
revenue gathered by the buses Is going Into the 
coffers of the companies formerly engaged exclu- 
•ively In the operation of trolley cars. 


The statistics compiled by the railway companies 


show that In August, 1924. street railway companies 
to the number of 138 were oneratlng 1,886 buses over 
"355 miles of route, while In September, 1925, 249 
traction companies were 
operating such vehicles 


over 11 668 miles of route and had 4,437 buses In use. 
Of these street car companies thirteen have entirely 
abandoned electric cars and are now operating fifty- 
nine buses over 122 miles of route. 


In January. 1921, there were only twelve street car 


companies operating buses. They used seventy-three 
of the vehicles and their total route for these was 
thirty-fire miles. A year later the number of such 
companies was twentyjievcn and tho number of 
buses 131. 
In January. 1923. car lines with busea 


had Increased to fifty-six, with 355 such vehicles. 
Ono year later the number of operating companies 
was 110 and they used 1,100 buses. In January, 1925, 
companies using buses numbered 171 and they sent 
2,660 of them over 4,285 miles of route. 


It will be observed that 
during the first nine 


months of the present year the use of tho motor 
hus by traction companies has increased to a much 
greater extent than during all of any previous year, 
Vber* wer* •evonty-clght more companlef, using 


for their expressed determination to go ahead with 
plans for a new city building to house the police, 
fire and health departments. 
The old ramshackle 


block which has housed these activities is a disgrace 
to Lincoln and a heavy handicap upon the effective, 
efficient functioning; of these various departments. 


It Is wiser and better to proceed along the (Jines 


decided upon by the commission than to wait for a 
bond issue. 


Sentiment in favor of a new building to housa 


these activities which have been enumerated Is over- 
whelming. So long as good* judgment is shown in 
the expenditure of funds, with a due regard for the 
necessity of economy, there can be no objection to 
the plan which has been decided upon. In fact the 
chief danger Is that the commission will be too nig- 
gardly in Its spending. A building suitable to . 
needs of these most important departments will cost 
money. It is possible that a start can be made by 
erecting a structure at a cost of $150,000. But due 
care should be taken that consideration la given 
to the growing needs of the city.

AN INCOME TAX REFORM. 


The Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce has taken 


the lead in demanding a revision of the income tax 
law to distinguish 
between earned and unearned 


income. In a resolution adopted it calls attention to 
.he fact that high taxes on earned incomes are prac- 
tically equivalent to a capital tax on salaried people 
and wage earners. 


The Issue is not a new one. 
But If the treasury officials are really sincere In 


their announced desire of shaping tax legislation to 
encourage capital to re-enter the fields of productive 
enterprise, modification of the Income tax law along 
these lines would prove helpful. The recent published . 
returns disclosed a wide variation between the as- 
sessments paid by those enjoying incomes from In- 
vestments compared with those whose income is per- 
sonally earned. There Is an excellent opportunity to 
grant special consideration to earned Incomes while 
he tax rates are being revised at the next session of 
congress.

Itiative, the corrupt practices of the 
great Insurance companies In New 
York City had been laid bare, but 
the legal procedure essential to the 
punishment of insurance 
officials 


and the 
application 
of remedies 


that would do away with existing 
evils was faced with difficulties. 


Governor 
Francis 
W. Higgins, 


forced by demands for action, had 
called a special session of the New 
York legislature which provided a 
committee of investigation, but he 
expected "nothing to be gained by 
it." The formidable interests which 
had been put on the defensive were 
exercising every ingenuity to escape 
prosecution. 
Soon after the committee was ap- 


pointed, its chairman, William W. 
Armstrong,N of Rochester, and one 
of the members, William J. fully, 
came to New York City to cavry 
out the all-important iask of find- 
ing proper counsel. They 
found 
that no law 
firm of distinction 


' would undertake the inquiry; the 


influence of the 
"interests" 
had 


been effective in the extreme. 
In despair Armstrong and Tully 


proceeded to the ofices of Ervin 
Wardman, then editor of The New 
York Press, and asked aid. 
But 
Wardman could think of no-one 
who would be valuable. 
In this dilemma he telephoned to 


Don C. Seitz of the 
New 
York 


World. 
"Armstrong and Tulley are here,' 


he explained. 'They have been all 
over hunting for a counsel and find 
that every man of any account is 
tied up. You are more interested 
in this than I am (The World had 
unearthed the insurance scandals); 
can you think of anyone?" 
Seitz made a hasty search of his 


memory and recalled the recent in- 
quiry into the 'gas trust' A young 
lawyer who had charge of the in- 
quiry had shown superb grasp of 
the intricate details presented by 
an 
Investigation of 
this 
sort. 


Charles Evans 
Hughes was his 


name. 
"What's the matter with Charley 


Hughes?" he asked Wardman. 
"He's In Europe." 
'•Well, there are cables, aren't 


there?" 
Wardman turned from the wire 


for a moment's consultation with 


he answered Seitz. 


"They will cable," he said. 
This may ha said to be the turn- 
ing point in the career of Charles 
Evans Hughes, who this year re- 
signed as secretary of state after 
serving successively in the Harding 
and Coolidge cabinets. 


He accepted the cabled summons 


of the Armstrong 
committee and 
returned to New York to conduct 
the most penetrating and revealing 
investigation 
ever held in this 


"country. 


Nobody went to prison because 


of it .interference in high quarters 
proving effective, 
but the Arm- 


str"r.~ ?"~!irtf*-^e evolved two bills, 
both ^rawn by Hughes, which be- 
came law and which forever ended 
practices thitherto prevailing In tha 
insurance world. 
Interlocking relations with high 
finance were broken up, the com- 
panies were taken out of politics, 
corruption funds for the purchase 
and suppression of laws were dis- 
sipated, big lawyers and legislative 
agents ceased to draw fat fees, in- 
surance departments in important 
states no longer found themselves 
on the payrolls of the companies 
and the pohcyholders were given 
adequate protection. 
This was the direct result of the 


investigation but an indirect result 
was the starting of Charles Evans 
Hughes upon a public career which 
has kept him in the forefront for 
twenty years. His services as in-,. 
vestigator 
made 
him a national 


figure. He became the logical re- 
publican candidate for governor of 
New York in the election of 1906 
and was elected over "William R. 
Hearst, although the remainder of 
the democratic ticket was victori- 
ous. 
Two terms as governor brought 


Hughes to the bench of the su- 
preme court of the United States, 
from 
which 
he resigned to run 
against Woodrow Wilson for tha 
presidency m 1916. 
A period in 


prliate life followed, but in 1921 ha 
became secretary of state. 
Hughes, after studying at Colgate 


university. Brown university and 
Columbia university, was admitted 
to the New York bar in 1SS4. For 
several years he practiced with tha 
firm of Carter, Hughes &~ Dwight, 
being in fact the son-in-law of

Th e dealer who was my/ in- 
formant says that

month 
brings out one or more new mag- 
azines to add to the flock of highly 
colored, salacious 
magazines al. 
readv in stock The more there are 
of them tha greater the demand, 
and the contrary is also true that 
the greater the demand the more 
there are. The rapid rise of these 
public actions has 
all occurred 
within the past eighteen months 
and is certainly the most sensa. 
tional development of the publish- 
ing business in America.

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Lincoln Police Force Was Big in the 80's 


BY HENRY ALLEN BRAINERD. 


On my way 'downtown one day 
recently I met several members of 
tha day police 
squad marching 
out to their beats. Wilson, the giant 
of the force, and Nicholson, the 
heavyweight, were In the lead, and 
In the rear 
marched 
Patrolmen 
Beals -and Bobbins, the day force 
in this city. 
They marched with military step, 


looking neither to rig:ht nor left, 
for "where duty calls there must 
they be found," and my mind re- 
verted to the days just forty years 
ago, when with a population of 
about twenty or thirty thousand, 
the town 
covering eight or ten 
blocks of the businss section, with 
residences about three blocks on 
either side, there were from eight 
to twenty patrolmen qn the scene, 
day and night. 
An old settler recently recalled 
that when the town first had pa- 
trolmen two men were engaged to 
preserve the peace and dignity of 
the future 
capitol 
city of Neb- 
raska. 
These 
two were chosen 
from the ranks of the G. A. R. post. 
When the boys.of the town wanted 
to go out for a lark, someone fired 
a gun. When they heard the re- 
port all hiked to one place, and 
the 
officers set out for the spot 
where tiie gun was fired. Before 
the police couid finish their inves- 
tigation the boys would have had 
their time and be at home, pos- 
sibly in bed. 
Then the town expanded into a 
city and the city trustees had mon- 
ey enough to engage 
two 
or 
three officers some for the day and 
some for the night, and for a time 
all -went well. But with the city's 
rapid growth more men had to be 
called into service and about 1880 
the force was 
consideiably 
en- 
larged. 


Always Lively. 
In 18S2, and on, there was al- 
ways 
something 
doing in this 
growing: city. The work was var- 
ied and strenuous. There were sa- 
loons on every corner and one or 
two along 
the block, 
gambling 
houses and resorts. 
That 
was 


enough to make things lively and 
keep the force jumping. 


Seldom was a man's name re- 
corded on the police blotter, un_ 
less he -was a tramp, or one of the 
lower or middle class, for when 
one of high 
degree 
fell into the 
hands 
of the "guardians 
of the 
peace," he was booked as "John 
Doe," or "Richard Roe,' and upon 
paying his fine was sent home in :i 
hack or one of Ensign's 
herdics, 
or turned loose. 
At this day ther an abundance 
of work for more than the pres- 
ent force of 
police. There 
is 
probably not another city of Lin- 
coln's size in. the United States that 
has a smaller force. 
There are 
hundreds of autos to mark everv 
day and there are blocks and blocks 
t^ traverse. 
Every store door has 
tc be tried at night and there arc 
BO many calls that even a double 
force would hardly be adequate. 
One of the Oldest. 


And so, in order to substantiate 
observations, a man who came to 
the Lincoln police force in 1887 
and has since been in the emplov 
of the city, with the exception of 
two and one-half years, Mas con- 
sulted. 
Captain W. 
T. B. Ire- 
land. He came to Lincoln in 1S85 
and went to work for the Burling- 
ton railroad 
in surveying, 
and 


•while he .was on the Orleans branch 
in 1887 
he received 
a call from 
Mayor A. J. Sawyer 
to come to 
Lincoln and take a place on the po- 
lice force. In April he started as 
V 
a patrolman for the future capitol 
1 city, and after a score of years of 
service he was transferred to the 
fire department, where he is still 
njght man at Station No. 1. 
' 
Mr. Ireland had served in the 
capacity of patrolman under Mayor 
A. J. Sawyer, two terms; 
Mayor 
Robert 
B. 
Graham, two years: 
Mayors Frank A. Graham and P. 
W. Brown, two years; Mayor A. 
H. Weir, two terms; and Mayor

Women on Force. 
Mr. Ireland has other pictures of 


the police force when O. P. Dinges, 
Samuel Melick, Louis Otto and H. 
V. Hoagland were chiefs. In some 
of them are two women, Mrs. T. B. 
Hyde, -wife of the founder of the 
Lincoln News in 1S82, who served 
five years, and Mrs. Dora Doyle, 
who is now serving her twenty- 
fourth year as police matron. Even 
before Mrs. Hyde there were two 
women, Miss Evan*, who served a 
short time and later married Will 
S. Jay, one of the pioneer newspa- 
per men of the time, who died two 
years ago, and Miss Gallagher, who 
served five months. 


Among1 other pictures are those 


of Tom Carnahan, the colored offi- 
cer whom those of his race, as well 
as the citizenry in general feared 
and loved; an officer who never 
failed in his duty. Jerome Easley 
was another colored officer who 
the towns people used to say was 
"a darned good 
officer." 
Robert 
and James Malone, Captain W. W. 
Carder, who was chief one year, 
Harry Pratt, Louis Otto and many 
others are in this collection of pic- 
tures. 


Pictures of the old police station 
with the entire force lined up in 
front, the 
old patrol with 
the 


horses standing at attention, and of 
the old fire equipment and men are 
in the collection, but the old hook 
and ladder and the old hose cart 
that the boys used to "grab-a-holt" 
and run 
with to the fire, is not 
preserved. 
Sometimes when the 
streets were muddy the fire would 
be all over before the old hose cart 
could get started. 
There is also a picture in this 
collection of the first national con- 
vention of fire chiefs in St. Louis, 
Mo., in the eaily 90's. This fath- 
ering was 
sponsored 
by 
Chief 
Seavey of Omaha, and Captain Ire- 
land was sent to 
represent 
the 
Lincoln contingent. 
When "Cap" Ireland was on duty 
he used to line the boys up and 
drill them in military - formation, 
and then send them out with a ser- 
geant at the right, in command.- 
Two and two, with military tread, 
they proceeded over the city. As 
each beat was called, the 
squad 
halted and came to attention, the 
sergeant stepped to the rear, faced 
the two rear men on their 
beat, 
gave them instructions, and took 
his place. 
When all had been 
posted the 
sergeant 
returned to 
headquarters, made his report, and 
awaited further orders. 


Happy Year for Nebraska's Goldenrod 


Nebraska 
roadsides 
have been 


outlined with gold and Nebraska 
hillsides ha\e gleamed yellow ths 
Ijst two months. Nebraska's brill- 
iant bright state flower has not 
bloomed so luxuriantly for some 
time as it has this year, and the 
feathery, nodding heads of the gold- 
enrod ha\e swayed and danced un- 
der the late summer sun, no more 
solden than the graceful, bending 
heads of the flowers. 


The golden rod is Nebraska's 
-iB flower, so designated bv stat- 
ute. No other wild flower blooms 
so widely nor so profusely, so ef- 
fectively and so radiantly. It car- 
ries, out the state's color note of 
yellow corn and sun and late sum- 
mer fields. 
Goldenrod 
"was adopted as the 


&tate flower of Nebraska when the 
late John M. Brockman of Stelli 
was in the legislature. It is prob- 
ably due to his daughter, Miss Ida 
Brockman, now Mrs. A. B. Cornel- 
ius, 
who lives near Stella, th it 
Nebraska has this particular flow- 
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er. Mrs. Cornelius at the time wn.3 
a teacher, with a reputation as a 
botanist, and she wrote a plea for 
Lbe yellow flower, and for its se- 
lection as state flower. 


Judd Is Emblem's "Father.". 
Representative 
Judd of 
Boono 


county introduced a resolution de?- 
ignating the goldenrod, technically 
Vuiown as solidago serotina, as the 
floral emblem of the, state. Intr">- 
duced during the session of 1895, 
the bill became a law when signed 
by 
Governor Silas A. Holcomb, 


April 4, 1895. 
In the story IVrs. Cornelius wrote 


to create interest in the adoption of 
the goldenrod, she gave a history 
of the use of flowois and foliage 
as emblems from the earliest times, 
In her story, under the title, "The 
State Flower, a Plea for the Gold- 
enrod," Mrs. Cornelius wrote: 
There is not much poetry or sent- 


iment in a ribbon badge with the 
label 'Nebraska.' How much more 
satisfactory to pin on your .lapel a 
brig-ht blossom and so be' recog- 
nized everywhere you go as the son 
of one of the grandest states in 
this grand union of ours. 
"There is not a nook or corner of 


(he state where one or more of the 
numerous species of the goldenrod 
are not found. <-~it is a native, and 
only a true native should be our 
i epresentative. It has a long season 
and nothing could better represent 
the hardy endurance of Nebraska's 
pioneers. 


"It Is free to the poorest, bloom- 
ing in door yard and orchaid, along 
every village and suburban street. 
It keeps its freshness for days af- 
ter cutting. Rarely does it become 
a troublesome weed. 


"It may be objected that the gold- 
enrod has no history, but neither 
have we, 
comparatively. Let the 


new flower and the new state link 
names and fates, and in anoihe^ 
twenty-five 
years, both 
will be 


looked upon "with more respect than 
now." 


Mr*. Cornelius Gets Credit. 
Mrs. Cornelius's story was read 


by Senator Sloan in the senate and 
was published in March, 1895, in the 
state papers. 
The sketch of the 
goldenrod created a great amount 
of interest, so much interest that 
Mrs. Cornelius 
has 
been 
given 


credit for the adoption of .that par- 
ticular flower as the state flower. 
The Nebraska 
emblem has 
been 


particularly satisfactory this year, 
as there has been sufficient rain- 
fall and no early frost to retard its 
growth. The growth has been larger 
than in any year for several years 
past. 
"Solidago serotina" is the species 
which is the state flower, and it is 
characterized 
with 
lanceolate 
leaves, slightly serrated, and the 
leaves are sessile upon the stem 
There are nearly fifty varieties of 
goldenrod in the United States and 
Canada,'' and from August to Oct- 
ober is the blossoming time.
